Working  Among  Navajo  Women

"This  institution  has  enormous  resources"  says 
Lawrence  Martin,  Mass  General  Hospital  Senior 
Vice-President.  "I  believe  that  when  someone  asks 
for  our  assistance,  wx  have  a certain  responsibility 
to  help." 

In  1990,  The  Vincent  Memorial  Hospital  received  a 
call  from  Alan  G.  Waxman,  MD,  MPH,  Chief  OB/GYN 
consultant  for  the  Navajo  Area  Indian  Health 
Service  in  Gallup,  New  Mexico.  Would  we  teach 

colposcopy  on  a Navajo  Indian  Reservation? 

With  the  support  of  Isaac  Schiff,  MD,  Chief  of  the 
Vincent  Memorial  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology 
Service,  we  extended  the  tradition  of  medical 
excellence  and  compassion  that  the  Vincent 
Memorial  Hospital  exemplifies. 

Among  Navajo  women,  the  cervix  is  the  most 

common  site  of  newly  diagnosed  malignancy. 
American  Indian  women  have  a higher  rate  of 
cervical  cancer  than  any  other  ethnic  group  in  the 

United  States.  For  females,  the  age  adjusted  cervical 
cancer  rate  for  the  US  is  3.3/  100,000  per  year.  The 
cervical  cancer  mortality  rate  for  the  entire  Indian 

Health  Service  population  is  7.6/  100,000.  When  the 
three  Indian  Health  Service  areas  with  apparent 
problems  in  under-reporting  of  Indian  race  on 
death  certificates  are  excluded,  the  rate  is  10.0/ 
100,000  per  year. 

In  June  of  1989,  the  American  College  of 
Obstetricians  and  Gynecologists  Committee  on 
American  Indian  Affairs  identified  the  lack  of 


providers  trained  in  colposcopy  as  one  of  the  main 
impediments  to  effective  screening  for  cervical 
cancer.  Gynecologists  practiced  at  four  Indian 
Health  Service  hospitals  widely  scattered  across  the 
2500  square  mile  Navaho  Reservation.  Patients 
needing  colposcopy  who  use  other,  smaller  IHS 
facilities  must  often  wait  one  or  two  months  for  an 
appointment  with  a visiting  gynecologist. 
Otherwise,  they  must  travel  as  far  as  120  miles  to  be 
seen  at  one  of  the  larger  facilities.  Not 
unexpectedly,  Indian  women  often  do  not  keep 
appointments  because  of  lack  of  transportation,  or 
because  of  an  inadequate  understanding  of  the 
importance  of  care. 

In  approaching  this  problem,  the  ACOG  committee 
proposed  training  non-OB/GYN  providers  at  these 
smaller,  more  isolated  IHS  facilities  to  perform  basic 
screening  examinations  on  patients  with  cytological 
low-grade  lesions;  i.e.,  CIN  1 (mild  dysplasia)  or  less. 
These  lesions  comprise  the  majority  of  the  abnormal 
pap  smears.  This  would  make  colposcopy  available 
closer  to  home,  and  more  convenient.  The  proposal 
called  for  selection  of  a physician,  physician's 
assistant,  nurse  practitioner,  or  nurse  mid-wife 
dedicated  to  women's  health  care,  and  training 
him/her  at  a basic  colposcopy  course.  To  assure 
competence,  the  trainee  would  then  be  supervised 
by  a colposcopist-preceptor  for  a minimum  of  50 
examinations  involving  colposcopy  and  directed 
biopsy . 

A request  to  the  American  Society  for  Colposcopy 
and  Cervical  Pathology  for  help  with  preceptorship 
led  to  our  mutual  support.  Fist  with  the  development 
and  implementation  of  the  Indian  Health  Service 
Colposcopy  Training  Course,  and  secondly,  working 
one-on-one  with  the  novice  colposcopist,  most  of 
whom  are  primary  care  providers  rather  than 
specialists. 


It  is  hoped  that  with  this  kind  of  colposcopy 
training  available  on  an  annual  basis,  IHS  units  can 

pursue  the  objectives  of; 

A.  Encouraging  patient  and  provider 
partici  pation. 

B.  managing  cervical  cytology  screening. 

C.  following  up  locally  on  patients  with 
abnormal  pap  smears. 

D.  Achieving  the  Year  2000  Objective  of  1.5/ 

100,000  per  year  deaths  due  to  cervical  cancer.

TREASURER'S  REPORT 


During  the  fiscal  year  ending 
December  31,  1992,  the  MGH 
Nurses'  Alumnae  Association 
earned  a total  of  $51,095.00 
from  dues,  the  annual  fund 
drive,  interest  on  bank  accounts 
and  miscellaneous  donations  to 
the  general  fund. 


For  the  same  period,  expenses 
for  general  operation  of  the 
Association  were  $57,662.00. 
These  expenses  include 
secretarial  salaries,  utilities, 
office  supplies  and  expenses 
associated  with  the  publication 
and  distribution  of  the  alumnae 
Record. 

The  negative  operating  balance 
reflects  the  fact  that  income  from 
the  sources  listed  has  not  kept 
pace  with  the  rising  costs  of 
doing  business.  The  budget 
variance  has  been  covered  by 
the  transfer  of  funds  from 
unrestricted  fund  sources.  The 
Executive  Board  will  examine 
this  issue  in  the  coming  months 
to  identify  appropriate  strategies 
for  the  effective  management  of 
the  operations  of  the 
Association  in  the  coming  years.

INSTITUTE  CORNER 


Friday  evening,  November  5th,  The  Ruth  Sleeper  Learning 
Center  was  officially  dedicated.  Over  the  months  since  her 
death  many  alumnae  and  friends  have  donated  money  toward 
the  Learning  Center.  These  funds  combined  with  a grant 
that  the  IHP  received  and,  although  not  in  its'  final  home  the 
Learning  Center  is  open  for  students.  The  dedication 
ceremony  was  attended  by  over  100  people  including  IHP 
students,  alumnae,  IHP  faculty,  MGH  staff,  and  friends  and 
relatives  of  Miss  Sleeper.  The  weather  kept  some  from 
being  able  to  make  the  ceremony,  including  her  nieces  from 
Michigan  who  had  missed  their  connecting  flight  in  Chicago. 
President  Patrick  McCarthy  gave  the  Welcoming  Remarks 
and  then  the  Ruth  Sleeper  Scholarship  was  presented.  Jill 
Salamon,  a second  year  student,  is  this  year's  recipient.  The 
scholarship  is  given  each  year  to  the  student  who  excels  in 
the  theory  and  practice  of  nursing.  It  is  in  recognition  of 
academic  and  clinical  achievement. 

The  final  speaker  was  Dr.  Maureen  Groer,  Director  of  the 
Graduate  Pi*ogram  in  Nursing.  Her  remarks  follow: 

According  to  James,  Learning  implies  two  things  . . . mind 
knowing  the  thing  knowing.  A mark  of  mentality  is  that  it 
always  takes  a meaningful  object.  For  most  of  us, 
educational  systems  have  imparted  the  "things  to  be  known" 
in  very  traditional  ways  . . . the  lecture  hall  and  books.  Yet 
we  all  learn  in  different  ways  and  with  different  uses  of  our 
senses.  All  students  are  unique  and  require  differing 
approaches  to  learning.  I believe  Ruth  Sleeper 
acknowledged  this  fact  in  her  day  and  would  be  proud  to  see 
a learning  center  in  her  name  that  acknowledges  multiple 
approaches  to  teaching  and  learning.  Multimedia  today 
means  sophisticated  instruments  that  tap  into  all  our  senses 
in  radically  new  ways.  It  might  mean,  for  a nursing  student, 
learning  about  myocardial  infarction  through  an  actual 
videotech  experience  observing  a patient  experiencing  such 
an  event,  deciding  electronically  how  to  respond,  and 
electronically  acting  to  achieve  goals.  How  different  to  learn 


in  this  way,  rather  than  being  lectured  at!  Active  learning 
rather  than  passive  acceptance  of  the  thing  to  be  known. 
Even  twenty  years  ago,  students  were  expected  to  know 
what  was  in  the  book.  Now  the  book  is  obsolete  before  it  is 
published.  Information  is  exponentially  increasing  and  we 
cannot  learn  it  all.  What  we  can  give  our  students  are  the 
resources  for  knowledge  acquisition.  On-line  libraries  and 
data  bases  are  provided  to  our  students  at  their  fingertips  in 
our  new  learning  center.  While  these  resources  will  not 
replace  a student-teacher  interaction,  they  will  enhance  it. 

Until  this  year  the  graduate  nursing  program's  media 
consisted  of  a few  videotapes,  and  the  faculty’s  own  slide 
collections.  We  all  wished  for  much  more,  and  today  we  see 
the  fruits  of  your  benefaction  and  grant  support.  However, 
it  is  only  the  beginning.  Our  dream  is  not  only  to  have  a 
wealth  of  state-of-the-art  multimedia  for  our  students  but 
also  to  be  a center  for  electronic  media  development.  We 
have  begun  today  with  the  opening  of  the  fu^st  iteration  of  the 
Ruth  Sleeper  Learning  Center.  Knowledge  is  accumulating 
so  rapidly,  that  we  will  always  need  to  be  updating  and 
adding  multimedia.  Technology  gets  better  and  better,  now 
you  can  actually  talk  to  computers  in  a human  voice  and  heai* 
a human  voice  respond!  We  will  be  moving  always  in  the 
direction  of  the  technologically  sophisticated  approaches. 
We  hope  to  move  eventually  into  a different  room  with  a 
production  center.  We  will  add  staff  as  we  grow.  The 
Institute  has  been  generous  in  supporting  our  growth  by 
allowing  us  to  hire  a full-time  media  center  director,  Ms.  Jill 
Richards.  Jill  has  been  incredibly  busy  reconfiguring  and 
debugging  our  new  hardware  and  software.  In  August  we 
had  a roomful  of  cardboard  cartons,  which  my  son  and  his 
friends  lugged  down  to  this  laboratory  space.  Since  Jill  has 
come  in  October,  we  have  begun  to  actually  see  the  new 
learning  environment  take  shape  and  become  a reality.  We 
have  a student  body  eager  to  use  these  new  facilities.  We 
have  a faculty  that  are  becoming  computer-junkies!  All  of 
this  is  ground  breaking  for  the  Institute  and  presages  a future 
direction.  I wish  to  publicly  acknowledge  the  alumnae  who 
so  generously  contributed,  and  the  Helene  Fuld  Foundation 
who  awarded  us  a grant,  and  hope  that  you  will  all  see  this 
as  an  enduring  tribute  to  the  wisdom  and  vision  of  Ruth 


Sleeper,  which  will  memorialize  in  such  a visible  way  her 
contributions  to  nursing  education.  As  you  enter  the 
learning  center  you  will  see  the  old  sign  from  Ruth  Sleeper 
Hall  mounted  on  the  right  and  Miss  sleeper's  portrait  on  the 
left.  As  she  casts  her  eyes  on  the  glowing  screens,  the 
microprocessors,  video  display  terminals,  CD-ROM  units, 
interactive  video  display  screens,  and  other  high  tech  bells 
and  whistles,  what  she  will  see  are  our  students,  eager  to 
learn,  questioning  and  searching,  dedicated  to  a grand 
profession  and  the  healing  of  body,  mind  and  spirit.  I know 
she  would  approve.

Dr.  R.  Louise  McManus  died 
at  the  age  of  97.  After 
graduating  from  MGH  she 
went  on  to  Teacher's  College 
at  Columbia  University  to 
earn  a BS,  MS  and  finally  a 
doctorate  in  educational 
research.  In  the  1940’s  she 
served  on  the  tests  committee 
that  helped  develop  a 
standardized  examination  that 
tested  students'  knowledge  of 
nursing  and  that  could  be 
scored  quickly  by  machine.  In 
1947  she  was  appointed 
Director  of  the  nursing 
program  at  Teacher's  College 
at  Columbia  and  in  that 
position  also  helped  to 
establish  nursing  schools  at 
the  University  of  Istanbul  and 
the  University  of  Ankara  in 
Turkey.  In  1953  she  became 
the  Director  of  the  Institute  of 
Research  and  Service  in 
Nursing  Education.  She 
worked  to  create  nursing 
programs  in  two-year  junior 
colleges  and  after  her 
retirement  in  1961  encouraged 
Cape  Cod  Community  college 
to  institute  a nursing 
program,  servicing  on  the 
programs  advisory  board  until 
1985. 


On  her  90th  birthday,  the 
Massachusetts  senate  honored 
her  with  a resolution 
underscoring  her  life's 
achievements.  At  the  time  of 
her  death  she  was  living  with 
her  daughter  Joan  Lawrence  in 
Natick,  Massachusetts.

My  health  is  fairly  good,

More  active 
in  retirement  than  ever  before, 
she  assists  in  helping  sick 
people  get  first  aid  care  when 
a sudden  emergency  happens, 
and  providing  transportation 
for  needy  who  cannot  afford 
ambulance  service. 

Marie  Giardina  and  I spent 
some  time  hospitalized  at  the 
MGH.  Marie's  faithful  heart 
needed  special  attention,  so 
goes  it  for  all  of  us,  and  she  is 
at  home  again  feeling  better. 
I received  a Xmas  card  from 
Mary  Smith  in  which  she 
spoke  of  being  in  and  out  of 
the  wheel  chair  because  of 
arthritis,  missing  Boston,  and 
former  classmate  friends. 

The  new  Ellison  Building 
rises  grand  and  tall,  24  stories 
high  facing  the  Charles, 
replacing  space  for  the 
patients  that  were  in  Phillips 
House  and  Baker. 


I had  the  misfortune  of 
walking  past  a swinging  door, 
knocked  me  off  balance  and  1 
can't  remember  anymore  than 
waking  up  on  the  floor  with 
people  milling  about  around 
me.  1 spent  several  days  under 
the  care  of  the  neurosurgical 
people  until  they  were  sure  1 
was  not  bleeding  anymore.  A 
month  later  1 came  down  with 
the  viral  flu.  I nursed  myself 
at  home  but  won't  do  it  again, 
although  I was  in  telephone 
contact  with  my  doctor  almost 
every  day.  finally  won  out 
with  all  the  coughing  and 
chest  congestion  from  left 
lung  bronchitis. 

Hoping  1 will  see  classmates 
this  September,  or  next  year 
at  our  60th  Homecoming.

Metal 
buildings  collapsed  rapidly 


from  the  weight  of  the  snow. 
Dogs  were  disoriented  and 
could  not  find  their  homes, 
since  the  fences  were  buried 
there  was  no  way  to  keep 
them  in.  The  revived  Girl 
Scout  skills  of  cooking  with 
wood  came  in  very  handy,  the 
Coleman  lamp  kept  us  able  to 
read  and  quilt.  I have  a request 
for  a quilt  in  exchange  for  a 
small  kitchen  cabinet  and  that 
kept  me  busy.  I am  anxious 
to  make  the  ice  cream  cone 
one  for  the  great  grandchild.
